It In Declared to Ce a Fake, as the Got 


eminent Never Issued Sach a Coin—Oth- 
er Instance* of Carious Fraud Practiced 
Dpon Collectors. 
A sprucely dressed young fellow, with 


an air of badly suppressed excitement 
walked into a. secondhand book store 
and curio &liup on Marietta street Satur 
day m.'-bl and laid a silver dollar on the 
show case. 


"What is that worth?" lie Sdi.~. :t !.- 


proprietor. 


Tbo man bofcinil the counter examined 


the coin v.'ith an imperturbable connte 
nanco. "Oue dollar," he replied. 


"But. 
muti ali 7e .'"almost screamed tbe 


visitor. "Don't you see the date?" 


"(Jcrtaialj. It's 1804." 
The nbitor fumbled in his pocket and 


produced n pamphlet 
"Read that." he 


said, opening it and putting his finger on 
a certain page. The paragraph he iu 
dicated ran as follows: 


"The 
dollar of 1804, 
the 'diamond 
dol- 


lar ' a.s it is familiarly termed, is the 
rarest of all American coins. A very 
limited number were struck from the 
dies, and only four ure known to be in 
existence 
One is owned by the British 


museum, one by Mr. B. L. Carpenter, a 
collector of Boston; one by the Illinois 
Historical society, and one by Mr. V 
Herbert of Koanoke, Va. The last one 
sold was bid in for $1,500." 


Tho dealer read this deliberately and 


assumed a tired expre&f>ion. 


"That U pure bosh," he said. 
'In the 


Brst place there is no such thing as an 
1804 dollar. I mean a genuine one. 
Of 


course there are plenty of dollars with 
1804 on them, but it was not put there 
jy the mint. If Mr. Herbert of Boan- 
oke or anybody else ever paid $1,500 for 
such a coin, they were done to the tune 
of exactly $1,499. There are eight 1304 
dollars right here in Atlanta besides 
ibis one. 
Two are in Mr. Abe Fry's safe, 


Mr. Ed Brown has four and Mr. Wil- 
iams two. 
I would bet that there are 


at least 50 of them in the stq^ of 
Georgia. Some of the owners know that 
they are fakes, and some fondly believe 
that they have a treasure," 


"And 
you say that the government 


never coined them?" gasped the visitor 


'•I do. I made special inquiry at the 


United States treasury department at 
Washington and was informed that no 
dollars were i&sued that year. In the 
collection of coins there, which is of 
course complete, there is no 1804 dollar. 
I know that the myth is widespread, but 
it is a myth all the same. It was started 
by unscrupulous dealers, and there is a 
regular factory in New York for run- 
ning out these dollars. 
They simply 


change the date on an 1807 
or un 180!) 


dollar, both of which are comparatively 
common. They are then sold by private 
agents. If they were posted in the cata- 
logues for public sale, the fraud would 
be quickly denounced, but they are 
worked off on collectors who think they 
are getting a snap." 


Tho young man sighed and put his 


dollar in his pocket. "There intidt be a 
good deal of fraud of that kind prac- 
ticed," he said. 


"Yes," replied the dealer, "there is. 


Take for instance the Greenville (Ala.) 5 
cent Confederate stamp. No such a stamp 
was ever issued, yet you can buy them by 
the hundred. They bring all the way from 
$1 to $23 
The $1.000 Confederate bill ia

Thero were exactly 


seven of these printed, and the plate was 
then destroyed. It's a long story, but 
that is the gist of it. One is in the Brit 
isb museum, one in the Astor library at 
New York and the others are owned by 
individuals throughout the country, a 
specimen, by the way, 
being here in At- 


lanta. 
Now, 
1 have had dozens of these 


bills offered me for sale 
There are 


thousands in collections over the world, 
all spurious, every one of them. In fact, 
the fraud practiced in that line would 
fill a volume." 


After the young man went out consid- 


erably crestfallen, a reporter, who had

asked 


whether there were really many Ameri- 
can coins that brought very fancy prices. 


"Yes," said the dealer "Quite a 
num- 


ber 
There is the 1853 quarter without 


the arrowheads an 1 rays 
The quarter 


with both of these devices on it is 
com- 


mon, 
but without them is exceedingly 


scarce and worth several hundred dol- 
lars 
A very rare coin is the 1803 half 


penny, but recently several thousand of 
them vrere found in Ohio, and the price 
has dropped to next to nothing. 


"Most people," lie continued, "labor 


under tbe impression that u coin is valu- 
able bimply because it is old. Conse- 
quentl} they will hoard up old pennies, 
nickels !i':.i wlver piece* that are really 
only \\orlb their face value. The pre- 
mium ou u com is cot li.ved by its age, 
but by Ha scarcity. How do coins be- 
come scarce? Heaven only knows! It is a 
great mystery 
There are instances of 


coinage of about equal volume on two 
consecutive years where specimens from 
one are as plentiful as blackberries and 
the other aa scarce as hen's teeth. No- 
body can explain it—we simply know 
that it is so. The mysterious disappear- 
ance of people which wo occasionally read 
about is not half the enigim that this 
disappearance of money is 
It vanishes 


from circulation, melts apparentlj' into 
thin air, and all tbe fancy prices and big 
premiums of collectors never succeed in 
bringing it to life again."—Atlanta

The one 
Eepubhcan judge or Populist judge IB 
usually selected purposely to be a very 
weak or corrupt man. 


"Now we have tho cards stacked, let 


us see how they are played. First ac- 
tion of the judges is to forbid any 
voter to stand within, fifteen feet of the 
polls. This is contrary to law, but the 
judges' law on election day is supreme, 
they having the power to arrest any 
one on u trumpod-up charge of itititni- 
dati in. 
The voting goes on 
Tne 


judges (all except the Republican, who 
is mttde to receive and deposit the bal- 
lots; spend three-fourths of their time 
outside of the polls electioneering. 
Along about 1 or 2 o'clock the polk, 
•which, by the way, are held in an old 
vacant house or granary, are closed. 
The judges go to dinner, leaving the 
ballot-box with the ballots in it in tlv 
polling-room, and sometimes a man is 
secreted in a closet or attic, who comes 
out while the judges are dining ant 
slips all the Republican ballots out 
substituting Democratic ballots for 
each one from his well supplied pock- 
ets. The people protest against the 
polls being closed, as there is no pro- 
vision in the law for it, but the law of 
the judges is supreme. The judges 
return; the voting goes on 
Each Dem 


ocratic voter is usually given a drink 
or two of whisky after he votes, ' sub 
rosa,' as the law is very strict on giving 
away and selling liquor on election 
day, but is universally evaded. At sun- 
down tbe polls are closed, and now foi 
the inside practical workings ot this 
partisan law. 
After the polls are 


closed the ballot-box is opened anc 
found to have been stuffed, containing 
seventeen more ballots than the clerks 
had names of voters who had voted. 
The law provides in this kind that one 
of the judges be blindfolded and draw 
tho excess of ballots from tho box. In- 
stead, the Democratic judge is blind- 
folded, and having carefully lett both 
tifknts beforehand, vttth hi j 05 >s shut, 
now takes his time carefully feeling 
and picking until he gets out seventeen 
Populist tickets. The Republican judge 
protests, but he is ignored and the 
seventeen tickets destroyed. A tally is 
kept outside during the day, and the 
seventeen tickets fraudulently put in 
the box are proven to be Democratic, 
and they have picked out seventeen 
Populist ballots which were legally 
voted. Tho count gives the Democrats 
thirty-four more votes at this precinct 
than they are entitled to. 


"At another precinct the ballot-box 


was kept entirely out of sight during 
the day and no one could see whether 
hia billot was put in the box or not 


"Is there any wonder that O'Ferrell 


is counted in? If any charges are pre- 
ferred they are brought up before 
probably a packed Democratic jury, to 
bo tried by a Democratic Gotumon- 
vidalth attorney before a Democratic 
judge, and technicalities are abund- 
antly found to promptly whitewash the 
•whole affair.

port of the Wilson tariff bill, but it is 
expected that it will contain recommen- 
dations for legislation affecting Na- 
tional banks.
